It seems that the two men got on 
board the train at Rolla tank, a 
watering station, liiding between the 
tender and the express car. 
W hen 
two 
miles 
from 
St. 
James 
they 
cleared away some chicken coojis 
and other matter on tlie front of 
the platform and forced their way 
through the front door of the car. 
Once inside before 
the surprised 
messenger, 
K. 
P. 
Ferguson, 
could 
collect 
himself 
thev 
overpowered 
him, 
took 
his 
revolver 
away 
and 
in 
a 
few 


moments they compelled 
him 
to 
open the \vay safe, from which they 
abstracted the valuables. 
A sharp 
pull on the bell cord brought the 
engine 
to 
a 
halt. 
The 
robbers 
opened the side door of the car and 
jumping out 
made their escape in 
a northerly 
direction, 
firing a few 
shots as they left the car to cow the 
train 
men 
and 
passengers. 
The 
train proceeded to St. 
James from 
which point the officials of the e x ­ 
press company and road were ad­ 
vised. 
Posses immediately started from 
St. 
James and 
Rolla Junction in 
pursuit. 
Neither of 
the 
robbers 
was masked and both were shabbily 
dressed. 
T h ey wore beards, wdiich 
may have been false. 
Coming on, 
the train arrived here at 8:30, two 
hours late. Messenger Ferguson re­ 
ported to General Agent J. M. C o n ­ 
nor, but both refused to say a word 
to reporters regarding the robbery. 
As far as can be ascertained, how ­ 
ever, the haul was not a large one.
